There is no precaution against 
the false record of d eath s,

secretary of state.

ports.

no doubt tho u san d s of couples in this 
state w ho could not prove by any offl 
rial record th a t they had been legally 
wedded.

Rarely can th is inform ation be sup 
plied. 
P ro p e rty interests,

proper record of a birth or death. This 
in itself w a rra n ts the proper reg istra­ 
tion of vital statistics, and th eir re la ­ 
tions to public health questions is of 
still m o re im portance. 
“ The reg istratio n of vital statistics 
m ay lie said to be of the vital tran s ac ­ 
tions of a stale, m arriages being the 
investm ent, b irth s th e profits, 
and 
deaths th e o p e ratin g expenses 
and 
losses. 
It. is to the s ta te ’s interest 
to m ake as m an y good investm ents a* 
possible, i. e., to encourage m arriage 
between h ealthy persons of 
proper 
age, and to red u ce operating expens­ 
es and losses (d e ath s) to the 
mini 
mum. 
T h e b irth s are tho profits and 
should be well looked after. 
Not only 
the num ber, b u t th e conditions, san ­ 
itary, social and otherw ise, th at tend 
to increase or d ecrease tho number. 
“ H ere is a field for the highest form 
of 
legislation— th e 
preservation . as 
well as th e w elfare of the sta te (thp 
people) and the only basis for intelli­ 
g ent legislation of this ch aracter is 
vital statistics.”

congress has created the departm ent 
of commerce and labor, Including the 
bureau of corporations, w ith for the 
first tim e authority to secure proper 
publicity of such proceedings of these 
greut corporations as the public bus 
the right to know. It has provided for 
the expediting of suits for the enforce­

congress 1ms created the d ep artm en t 
of commerce an d labor. Including the 
bureau of corporations, w ith for the 
first tim e authority to secure proper 
publicity of such proceedings of these 
g re at corporations as the public lias 
the right ti* know. 
It bas provided for 
the expediting of suits for the enforce 
mont of the federal a n titru st law, and 
by another law it has secured equal 
treatm en t to all producers in the tra n s ­ 
portation of their goods, th u s taking 
a long stride forw ard in m aking effec­ 
tive the w ork of the Interstate com ­ 
merce commission. 
The prelim inary w ork of the bureau 
of corporations In the d e p artm en t of 
labor has show n the wisdom of its cre­ 
ation.

Through frauds, forgeries and per­ 
ic le s and by shameless briberies the 
laws relating to the proper conduct of 
the public service in general and to the 
due adm inistration of the postoffice 
departm ent have been notoriously vio­ 
lated, and many indictments have been 
found, and the consequent prosecutions 
are In course of bearing or on the eve 
thereof. For the reasons thus indicat 
ed and so th at the government may 
be prepared to enforce promptly and 
with the greatest effect the due pen­ 
alties for such violations of law, and 
to this end may be furnished with suffi­ 
cient Instrum entalities and competent 
legal assistance for the investigations 
and trials which will be necessary at 
many different points of the country. I 
urge upon the congress the necessity 
of making the said appropriation avail­ 
able for im m ediate use for all such 
purposes, to be expended under the d i­ 
rection of the attorney general.

Steps have been taken by the state 
departm ent looking to the making of 
bribery an extraditable offense with 
foreign powers. 
The need of more ef­ 
fective treaties covering this crime is 
manifest. 
The exposures and prosecu­ 
tions of official corruption In St. Louis, 
Mo., and other cities aud states have 
resulted in a num ber of givers and ta k ­ 
ers of bribes becoming fugitives in for­ 
eign lands. 
Bribery has not been in­ 
cluded in extradition treaties hereto­ 
fore, as the necessity for it bas not 
arisen.

The signing of a new commercial 
treaty with China, which took place at 
Shanghai on the 8th of October, is a 
cause for satisfaction. 
Thin act, the 
result of long discussion and negotia­ 
tion, places our commercial relations 
w ith the grout oriental empire on a 
more satisfactory footing than they 
have ever heretofore enjoyed. 
It pro­ 
vides not only for the ordinary rights 
and privilege* of dlplonyitic and eon 
sular officers, but also for an Important 
extension of our commerce by ineren* 
ed facility of acc<*as to Chinese ports 
and for the relief of trade by tile re 
mo va I of some of the obstacles which 
have embarrassed It in the past. 
I tru st th at the congress will con 
tlnue to favor In all proper wuys th* 
Louisiana Purchase exposition 
This 
exposition commemorates the Louis! 
ana purchase, which was the first groat 
step in the expansion which made us 
continental nation. 
The expedition of 
Lewis and Clark across the continent 
followed thereon and marked the b« 
ginning of the process of exploration 
and colonization which thrust our nu 
lienal boundaries to the Pacific. 
The acquisition of the Oregon coun 
try, including the present states of 
Oregon aud W ashington, was u fact of 
immense importance in our history 
first glviug us our place on the Pacific 
seaboard und mu king ready the way 
for our ascendency lu the commerce 
of the greatest of the oceans.

Tho work of reclamation of the arid 
la rids of the West Is progressing steadily 
and satisfactorily under the terms of 
the law setting aside the proceeds 
from the disposal of public lands. 
Tile st inly of the opportunities of 
reclamation of the vast extent of arid 
land shows that w hether this re* lu mo­ 
tion Is done by Individuals, corpora 
lions or the state, th** sources of w ater 
supply must be effectively protected 
ami the reservoirs guarded by the pres­ 
ervation of the forests ut the head­ 
w aters of the streams. The necessity 
for perpetuating our forest resources, 
w hether hi public or private hands, Is 
recognized now as never before. 
It Is 
recommended that all m atters i>ertnln- 
Ing to forest reserves, except those in­ 
volving or pertaining to land titles, be 
consolidated In the bureau of forestry 
of the departm ent of agriculture. 
The cotton growing state* have re 
cently been invaded by a weevil that 
ha* done much dam age and threatens 
the entire cotton industry. 
I suggest 
to the congress the prom pt enactment 
of such remedial legislation as Its judg 
ment may approve. 
No other class of our citizen* de­ 
serves *o well of the nation us those 
to whom the nation owes its very be­ 
ing, the veteran* of the civil war. Kpe- 
cial attention la asked to the excellent 
work of the pension bureau in expedit­ 
ing and disposing of pension clulms. 
During tile fiscal year ending July I, 
1003, the burouu setthsl 231,982 claims, 
an average of 823 claims for each 
working day of the year.

It has 
not been necessary to consider this al 
tern*five, as I am enabled to lay be 
fore the senate a treaty providing for 
the blinding of the (-anal across the 
Isthmus of Panam a. 
This w as the 
route which commended Itself to the 
deliberate judgm ent of the congress, 
end we can now acquire by treaty Hie 
right to construct the canal over this 
route. 
T he question now, therefore. Is 
not by which route the Isthmian canal 
shall he built, for that question has 
been definitely and Irrevocably deck! 
cd. The question is sim ply'w hether or 
not we shall have an Isthmian canal. 
When the cougre** directed th at we 
Hhonld take the Panam a route under 
treaty w ith Colombia the essen** of 
the condition, of course, referred not 
lo the governm ent which controlled 
that route, but to the route itself; to the 
territory across which tho route lay, 
not to tho name which for the moment 
tho territory Imre on the map. 
The 
purpose of the law was to authorize 
th** president to make it treaty with the 
{sneer iii actual control of the isthm us 
of Punaluu. 
This purpose has been 
fulfilled. 
For 490 year*, ever since shortly after 
the discovery of this hemisphere, the 
canal across the isthmus has been 
planned. 
For twoscore yeurs It ha* 
bei n worked at. When made It Is to 
last for the ages. 
It Is to ulter the 
geography of a continent and th*.* trade 
routes of the world. We have shown 
by every trouty we have negotiated or 
attem pted to negotiate with the peo­ 
p le iu control of the isthmus and with 
foreign nations iii reference thereto our 
consistent good fuith In observing our 
obligations, on the one hand to the pet* 
pica of the Isthmus and on the other 
hand to tho civilized world, whose com 
Wcrrlul rights we are safeguarding und 
guaranteeing by our action. We have j 
done our duty to others In letter sud iii | 
spirit, und we have shown the utmost , 
forbearance in exacting our own right*. ’

mines ot the Pittsburg Coal company 
Tile name is given in honor of 
Mr. 
Ginther, of Pittsburg, president of tin 
company. The dwelling houses which 
have been erected dining tile past sum 
mer and fall are of a better class than 
hose of the usual mining village, and 
have been constructed and locate with 
the view ot making really comfortable 
homes for their occupants. 
The vll 
lage is likely to become a place of con­ 
siderable importance as the new mines 
shall be developed. 
The second new town is Swanson 
Station. 
It is a station on the newly 
constructed Lake Erie, Alliance and 
Wheeling railroad, the new coal road 
which lias been built during the past 
summer and fall months.

Secretary of War Reports a Decrease 
During Year of 11,978. 
Washington, Dee. 7.—Secretary of 
W ar Elihu Root in his annual report 
says: 
On Dec 
I, 1902, the army of tho 
United states consisted of 3,586 offi 
cers and 66,003 enlisted men, a total 
of 69,589. 
In addition, there were in 
the service 3,598 men of the hospital 
corps excluded by the act of March I 
1887, from classification as part of th'- 
enlisted force of the army. 
There 
were also in the service 182 volunteer 
medical officers, IOO officers and 4,97i- 
enlisted men of Hie Philippine scout* 
and 29 officers and 840 enlisted men 
of the Porto Rico regiment. 
At that time I reported an order 
made on Oct. 24, 1902, providing for a 
further reduction of the army to the 
minimum strength allowed by law. 
That order has been executed by per­ 
mitting enlistments to run out with- 
otu filling the vacancies. 
At the date of the last reports re­ 
ceived from the military departments, 
Oct. 15, 1903, the actual strength of 
the regular army was 3,681 officers 
and 55,500 enlisted men 
There w e re 
also in the service 26 officers and 520 
enlisted men of the Porto It I co reg! 
ment, 99 officers and 4,805 enlisted 
Philippine scouts, and 2,807 hospit.il 
corps men These figures show a total 
net decrease during the year of 11,978 
The health of the army has bern 
goo!, except during un epidemic of 
cholera in tho Philippines, which oc­ 
curred in th** early part of the year, 
and is now ended. 
The detailed re 
ports for 1902 show a total death rat-*, 
from all causes, of 15.49 men for each 
thousand of strength. 
The reports of the generals com 
madding and the inspectors general 
show that the food and clothing fur 
nlshed have been satisfactory, and th*' 
arms and equipments of good quality 
The transportation of troops and sup 
plies has been promptly and effective­ 
ly accomplished. The officers charge I 
with maintaining the discipline and 
morale of the army have had to con 
tend with the relaxation of orderly 
habits, which always results from ac 
five military operations, and with the 
Injurious effects produced at a largf 
number of posts by the abolition of 
the canteen; and the burden of the 
older and experienced officers has been 
Increased by the fact that go larre i 
proportion 
of 
the 
Junior 
officers 
brought in upon tho enlargement of 
the army were necessarily without 
much military experience 
It is evi 
dent, however, that throughout the 
army there bas been during the year 
very active 
and 
faithful work 
In 
many organizations a very high stand 
ard of discipline has been attained, 
and In a1! very gratifying progress has 
been made.

Secretary of W ar Reports a Decrease 
During Year of 11,978. 


Washington, Dec. 7.— Secretary of 
W ar Elih u Root in his annual report 
says: 
On Dec. I, 1902, the army of tho 
United states consisted of 3,586 off! 
cers and 66,003 enlisted men, a total 
of G9.589. 
In addition, there were in 
the service 3,598 men of the hospital 
corps excluded by the act of March I 
1887, from classification as part of tho 
enlisted force 
of 
the army. 
There 
were also in tho service 182 volunteer 
medical officers, IOO officers and 4,978 
enlisted men of the Philippine scouts, 
and 29 officers and 840 enlisted men 
of the Porto Rico regiment. 
At that time I reported an order 
made on Oct. 24, 1902. providing for a 
further reduction of the army to the 
minimum strength 
allowed 
by law. 
That order has been executed by per­ 
mitting enlistments to run out with 
otu filling the vacancies. 
At the date of the last reports re 
reived from the m ilitary departments, 
Ort. 15, 1903, the actual strength of 
the regular army was 3,681 officers 
and 55,500 enlisted men. 
There were 
also in the service 26 officers and 520 
enlisted men of the Porto Tiico regi­ 
ment, 99 officers and 4,805 enlisted 
Philippine scouts, and 2,807 hospital 
corps men These figures show a total 
net d e cre a se during the year of 11,97* 
The health of the army has been 
good, except during an epidemic of 
cholera in the Philippines, which oc­ 
curred in the early part of the year, 
and is now ended. 
The detailed re 
ports for 1902 show a total death rate, 
from all causes, of 15.49 men for each 
thousand of strength. 
The reports of the generals com­ 
manding and the inspectors general 
show that tho food arid clothing fur­ 
nished have been satisfactory, and the 
arms and equipments of good quality. 
The transportation of troops and sup­ 
plies has been promptly and effective­ 
ly accomplished. 
Tho officers charged 
with maintaining the discipline and 
morale of the amay have had to con 
tend with tho relaxation of orderly 
habits, which always results from ac­ 
tive m ilitary operations, and with the 
injurious effects produced at a large 
number of postg by the abolition of 
the canteen; and the burden of the 
older and experienced officers has been 
Increased by the fact that so larre a 
proportion 
of 
the 
Junior 
officers 
brought in upon the enlargement of 
the army were necessarily 
without 
much m ilitary experience. 
It is evl 
dent, 
however, that throughout the 
arm y there has been during the year 
very active 
and 
faithful work. 
In 
many organizations a very high stand­ 
ard of discipline has been attained, 
and in all very gratifying progress has 
been made.

The picture of the lonely 
scout, barely keeping himself from 
freezing by sitting through the long 
w inter night over his little Ingeniously 
contrived fire hole, and keeping watch 
with one eye and ward with one ear 
for the faintest sign of approaching 
danger, is thrilling. 
The reputation of Hunt soon spread 
among the Indians, and they set them ­ 
selves the special task of catching 
bim. 
They were eager for bis scalp 
But he was far too wary for them 
In 1705, when W ayne was negotiating 
his famous treaty at Greenville, Hunt 
divided the honors of attention on the 
part of the savages.

lived quietly and honorably at his 
home near Xenia till some time after 
the war of 1812, when he removed to 
some place In Indiana. His new abode 
was never known to his former Ohio 
friends and his subsequent career and 
his death were never learned of by 
them . 
He was a type of the better 
class of border scouts.

BOUQUET’S APOLOGY. 


Thinks fhe Hiring of Rangers Re­ 
quired an Explanation. 
[C opyright 1803 by A m erican P ress A ssociation J 
In 1763 was com m itted to a brave 
Swiss officer in the English colonial 
service. Colonel H enry Bouquet, tho 
hard task of m arching overland across 
the m ountains of Pennsylvania to re­ 
lieve the frontier post at Fort Pitt, 
which was in great danger at the 
hands of Pontiac’s Indians. 
His force 
consisted of Highland soldiers, and as 
he marched he found that the troop­ 
ers were so unaccustom ed to forest 
traveling that he could not depend on 
them for service as flankers. 
Wh^n 
he would send them out into the 
woods to march along the flank of tho 
advancing little arm y they nearly al­ 
ways got badly lost, and it required 
frequent baitings and much searching 
to get them back again in safety. 
Thus the men who should have been 
the protectors of the arm y by their 
aw kw ardness and inexperience made 
them selves a trouble to it. 
Bouquet 
finally reached Bedford, and, im patient 
of further delay and worry over los' 
H ighlanders, hired a corps of 30 Penn­ 
sylvania rangers to go along and do 
the flanking. 
This expedient worked 
well, but In those days there was so 
much foolishness In m ilitary affairs 
about such things as this that the 
brave colonel was som ew hat troubled 
to know Just how his glaring breach 
of regulations would be received. 
He 
feared that it would bring down on 
him a rebuke, or som ething worse, 
from his superiors,’ who had such an 
overw eening contem pt for civilians, 
and especially for provincials. 
So he 
w rote a special report of the m atter to 
Sir Jeffrey Amherst, commander-in 
chief, which we give in his own words 
“The troops & Convoy arrived here 
yesterday. Three men have been mas 
sacred near Shippensburg since we 
left, but we have not perceived yet 
any of the Villians. 
Having observed 
in our march th at the H ighlanders 
lose them selves in the woods as soon 
as they go out of the road, and cannot 
on th at account be employed as Flank­ 
ers, I have comm issioned a person 
here to procure me about 30 woods­ 
men to march with us. 
This is very 
Irregular, but the circum stances ren­ 
der it so absolutely necessary that I 
hope you will approve of it." 
General A m herst probably had the 
good sense to let Bouquet alone in the 
m atter, though his action was “so very 
irregular.”

Cardinal Gibbons Asks His Hearers to 
Help Suppress the Evil.

Cardinal Gib­ 
bons in the course

monthly sermon at high mass at tho 
cathedral Sunday took occasion to con­ 
demn “ sweatshops'’ and appealed to 
his hearers to discriminate in making 
purchases in favor of employers who 
treat their employes with Justice an i 
charity, and recommended the char­ 
itable worit for oppressed toilers con­ 
ducted by the Consumers league. 
The 
text for the sermon was ‘‘Am I My 
Brother's Keeper?” 
H Ir eminence said in part: 
“ My purpose, dear brethren, is not 
to commend 
to you 
indiscriminate 
charity, but my aim is to set before 
you a special class of persons In this 
city that you may help to Improve 
their condition, to redress their griev­ 
ances and enable them to earn by 
their industry and honesty a comfort­ 
able livelihood. 
To come to the point, 
there Is a class of persons in Pal:i- 
more, and in other large cities, who 
are employed by proprietors of large 
clothing 
establishments. 
Some 
of 
these workers, men and womqn, are 
compelled to toll In sweatshops, of 
which there are 18 In one section of 
this city, which 
are 
contracted in 
space and poorly lighted arid ventilat­ 
ed. 
They are overworked and under­ 
paid. 
After a careful Investigation I 
have discovered that after laboring 
for six days for IO or 12 hours 3 day 
their weekly compensation amounts to 
$0 or $8. 
And with this pittance they 
have to pay for house rent, food and 
clothing and other expenses Incident 
to family life. 
“ You can encourage and co-operate 
with that excellent society existing 
here and elsewhere called the Con­ 
sumers league. 
It Is composed of la­ 
dies zealous In works of charity and 
has already accomplished a great deal 
In Improving the condition of these 
oppressed toilers and of establishing 
happier and juster relations between 
them and their employers.” 


Cotton Mills W ill Continue.
